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1 Preamble 



Victoria Police Crime Statistics Official Release is prepared for release each year in August by Corporate 
Statistics, and includes statistical summaries of offences recorded by police in Victoria for the previous 
financial year. This release contains provisional crime statistics for the 2010/2011 financial year, and 
includes data from recent financial years for basic trend analysis. 

The purpose of this document is to provide a summary of current crime trends, and not to comment on 
Victoria Police performance, or to assess or evaluate Victoria Police operational strategies. 

Statistics included in this publication were compiled from data stored on the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Program (LEAP) and extracted on 18 July 2011. 

LEAP is a dynamic database designed primarily for operational policing purposes. Victoria Police update 
existing records with new information as it becomes available, and revise records when investigation 
identifies additional information. The Central Data Entry Bureau of Victoria Police also amends records 
when quality control checks identify inaccurate or incomplete information. 

Due to the dynamic nature of LEAP, statistics produced at different times from the same data may vary. 
Because of this, statistics produced in this publication for previous financial years will differ slightly from 
those previously published. 

Recorded crime consists of those offences recorded on LEAP during the reporting period, regardless of 
when the offence occurred or when it was reported to police. Information contained in this publication 
relates only to those crimes reported to or detected by Victoria Police. 

Detailed crime classification rules and definitions are included in the Appendix to provide assistance in 
the interpretation of statistics. 

As the information presented in this document is by no means exhaustive, any requests for additional 
information should be directed to the Chief Statistician, Corporate Statistics.

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2 Executive summary 



2.1 Statewide crime statistics 201 0/201 1 



Overall crime 

In 2010/2011, Victoria Police recorded 359,079 offences statewide. This was a decline of 2.4% from the 
number of offences recorded in 2010/2011. The 2010/2011 crime rate per 100,000 population was 
6,428.7, a decrease of 3.9% compared with 2009/2010. This is the lowest number of offences and the 
lowest rate recorded since the implementation of LEAP in March 1993. 

Over the last ten financial years, the crime rate per 100,000 population has decreased by 29.8%. The 
total number of recorded offences has decreased by 18.9% over the same period. 

Of all offences recorded during 2010/2011, 166,824 (46.5%) were cleared in the same period. This 
single year clearance rate was an increase of 0.1 percentage points from the clearance rate recorded in 
2009/10. An additional 11,241 offences recorded prior to 2010/2011 were also cleared during 
2010/2011. 

Victoria Police processed a total of 161,627 alleged offenders in 2010/2011, a decrease of 5.2% 
compared with the 170,445 processed in 2009/2010. 

In 2010/2011, the number of victims of crime against the person increased by 6.4%, to 41,310 in 
2010/2011. 

Crime against the person 

Despite the decrease in the total number of offences, the number of crime against the person offences 
has increased by 5.6% during the last financial year, to 48,511 offences recorded in 2010/2011. As a 
rate per 100,000 population, this represents an increase of 4.0%. 

The increase in crime against the person was mainly observed in rises in family incident- related crime. 
Crime against the person offences arising from family incidents accounted for 25.5% of all crime against 
the person offences during 2010/2011. The number of these offences increased by 26.1% between 
2009/2010 and 2010/2011. In contrast, crime against the person offences not arising from family 
incidents increased by 0.1%. 

All categories of crime against the person except for homicide increased between 2009/2010 and 
201 0/201 1 . Homicide decreased by 26.2%, from 206 in 2009/201 to 1 52 in 201 0/201 1 . 

There were 1,826 rape offences recorded in 2010/2011, an increase of 9.3% on the 1,670 offences 
recorded in 2009/2010. As a rate per 100,000 population, rape increased by 7.7%. The number of rape 
offences in which the victim and offender(s) were related, living together, or in a relationship increased 
by 31.6% compared with 2009/2010. There was also an increase of 15.7% in rape offences occurring at 
residential locations. Female victims accounted for 91 .7% of rape victims. 

Sex (non-rape) offences also increased, rising 5.8% during the last financial year. As a rate per 100,000 
population, sex (non-rape) rose by 4.2%. Female victims accounted for 83.0% of sex (non-rape) offence 
victims. 

Robbery offences have increased by 8.0% to 3,347 in 2010/2011, with the rate per 100,000 population 
increasing by 6.3%. The most common type of location for robbery offences was a street/lane/footpath, 
followed by retail/financial locations. The majority of robbery offenders (87.1%) were males, and male 
offenders have increased by 7.5% since 2009/2010. Though females accounted for a small percentage 
(12.9%) of robbery offenders, females increased by 35.0% between 2009/2010 and 2010/2011. Females 
accounted for a minority (23.2%) of total person victims, but have increased by 17.0% since 2009/2010. 
Male robbery victims increased by only 0.3%. 
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Armed robberies accounted for 1,540 (46.0%) of all robberies in 2010/2011, an increase of 10.6% since 
2009/2010. The most common weapon used in armed robberies was a knife (48.2%). 14.5% of all 
weapons used in robberies were a firearm (including imitation firearms), an increase of 44.5%. 

During 201 0/201 1 , the rate of assaults per 1 00,000 population increased by 3.7%. At the same time, the 
total number of assault offences increased by 5.3%. The number of assault offences arising from family 
incidents increased by 24.9%, while assaults not arising from family incidents decreased by 1.3%. The 
most common type of location where assaults occurred was in residential locations. The number of 
assaults occurring in residential locations increased by 12.8% between 2009/2010 and 2010/2011. The 
majority (55.1%) of assault victims were male. However, the number of female victims grew at a faster 
rate since 2009/2010, increasing by 11.0%. 

Family Incidents 

During 2010/2011, there were 40,892 incidents where police submitted family incident reports. This was 
14.6% higher than the 35,690 reports submitted in 2009/2010. There has been a steady rise in the 
reporting of family incidents since the introduction of the Code of Practice for the Investigation of Family 
Violence in August 2004, and legislative change brought about by the Family Violence Protection Act 
2008. Offences related to family incidents, such as assaults and abduction/kidnap, have risen as a result 
of this increased reporting. 

Crime against property 

In 2010/2011 there were 252,417 offences against property, a decrease of 3.4% compared with 
2009/2010. Crime against property has decreased as a rate per 100,000 population by 4.9%. 

In 2010/201 1 , there were 48,102 offences of property damage recorded by Victoria Police, a decrease of 
8.1% compared to 2009/2010. Property damage offences arising from family incidents increased by 
28.0%, while those not arising from family incidents decreased by 10.0%. Property damage offences 
arising from family incidents make up 6.7% of all property damage offences. 

Residential burglaries and deception were the only types of crime against property that increased over 
the last financial year. The number of residential burglaries recorded increased 0.7%, to 27,531 in 
201 0/201 1 . The number of deception offences increased 1 .5%, to 1 9,61 6 in 201 0/201 1 . 

The number of theft from motor vehicle offences recorded in 2010/2011 (45,435) was 1.7% lower than 
that recorded in 2009/2010. The number of theft of motor vehicle offences recorded in 2010/2011 
(14,370) was 4.6% lower than the 15,068 recorded in 2009/2010, continuing a downward trend that has 
been seen over the past decade. Despite this trend, an increase of 11.8% was seen in theft of number 
plates, which was the most common type of property stolen. 

Drug offences 

In 2010/201 1 there were 14,789 drug offences recorded, an increase of 0.9% compared with 2009/2010. 
There was an increase of 4.4% for possession or use of drugs, but a decrease of 7.1% for the 
cultivation/manufacture or trafficking of drugs. Cannabis was the most common type of drug found in 
both possess/use offences and cultivation/manufacture/trafficking offences. 

Other offences 

Other offences decreased by 6.1% in the last financial year. The largest percentage decrease in this 
category of crime was in regulated public order, which decreased by 34.8% compared with 2009/2010. 

The number of offences recorded under the Behaviour in Public offence category in 2010/2011 (6,850) 
was 17.5% lower than the number recorded in 2009/2010. Behaviour in Public offences peaked in 
2009/2010, after the introduction of the Safe Street Task-Force and the introduction of Penalty 
Infringement Notices (PINs) and Official Offender Warnings (OWRs) for offences "Behaves in a riotous 
indecent offensive or insulting manner" and "Uses profane indecent or obscene language or insulting 
words" on 1 July 2008. 

There were 19,763 Justice Procedure offences in 2010/2011, an increase by 1.0% compared with 
2009/2010. However, Justice Procedure offences not arising from family incidents decreased by 9.7%, 
while those arising from family incidents increased by 33.7%. 
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3 Total crime 



3.1 Across Victoria 

During 2010/2011, 359,079 offences were recorded as occurring in Victoria. The total number of 
offences recorded in 2010/2011 was 2.4% lower than in 2009/2010. As a rate of recorded offences per 
100,000 population, there were 6,428.7 offences recorded in 2010/2011. This crime rate was 3.9% lower 
than the crime rate recorded during 2009/2010 and is the lowest rate per 100,000 population since the 
implementation of LEAP in March 1993.

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Recorded offences 

Since 2001/2002, the total number of recorded offences has decreased by 18.9%.

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Cleared offences 



Of the 359,079 offences recorded during 2010/2011, 166,824 were cleared within the same financial 
year. This gives a single year clearance rate of 46.5% (0.1 percentage points higher than the clearance 
rate recorded in 2009/2010). Over the last five years, the average single year clearance rate has been 
45.4%. An additional 1 1 ,241 offences recorded prior to 201 0/201 1 were also cleared during 201 0/201 1 .

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Eastern Region 

Eastern Region experienced a 4.0% decrease in the number of offences during 2010/2011, to 77,664 
offences. However, crime against the person rose by 8.9% to 10,753 offences. The largest percentage 
increases were seen in sex (non-rape) offences, which rose by 32.6%, rape (20.7% increase) and 
abduction/kidnap (23.2% increase). The largest percentage decreases were seen in going equipped to 
steal offences (49.1% decrease), regulated public order (32.8% decrease) and theft of bicycle (28.1% 
decrease).

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North West Metro Region 

North West Metro Region experienced a 0.4% increase in the number of offences during 2010/2011, to 
140,916 offences. Crime against the person rose by 7.2% to 17,853 offences. The largest percentage 
increases were seen in abduction/kidnap offences, which rose by 21.4% and robbery (16.5% increase). 
The largest percentage decreases were seen in behaviour in public offences (34.0% decrease) and 
regulated public order (32.9% decrease).

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Southern Metro Region 

Southern Metro Region experienced a 4.8% decrease in the number of offences during 2010/2011, to 
83,596 offences. Crime against the person rose by 5.1% to 11,832 offences. The largest increase was 
seen in deception offences, which rose by 26.3% to 5,288 offences. Much of the decrease in overall 
crime was due to a decrease of 15.2% in property damage, from 12,753 offences in 2009/2010 to 10,812 
in 2010/201 1 . A decrease of 1 1 .3% in theft from motor vehicle also contributed to the decrease.

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Western Region 

Western Region experienced a 3.4% decrease in the number of offences during 2010/2011, to 56,726 
offences. Crime against the person also fell, by 0.9%. The largest increase was seen in deception 
offences, which rose by 32.8% to 2,228 offences. Much of the decrease in overall crime was due to a 
decrease of 9.1% in property damage, from 10,825 offences in 2009/2010 to 9,843 in 2010/2011.

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3.3 Where crime occurred 



In 2010/2011, 35.7% of all offences occurred in residential locations. This was the most common type of 
location where offences occurred, followed by street/lane/footpaths (17.3%) and retail/financial locations 
(16.8%). 

Residential locations were the only type of location to experience an increase in the number of offences 
between 2009/2010 and 2010/2011, of 1.4%. In particular, crime against the person increased in 
residential locations by 10.8%. A large majority of this increase can be attributed to the rise in family 
incident reports.

4.1 Overall 



In 2010/2011 there were 48,511 offences which fall into the category of crime against the person, which 
was an increase of 5.6% compared with 2009/2010.

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4.2 Victims of crimes against the person 



During 201 0/201 1 , 41 ,31 people were recorded as victims of crime against the person. This was 6.4% 
higher than the 38,837 victims recorded in 2009/2010.

The majority of the increase in the number of victims derived from a large increase (11.7%) in the 
number of female victims. In 2010/2011, female victims comprised just under half (47.7%) of all victims 
of crimes against the person. Of all female victims, 73.4% were victims of assault and 21.3% were 
victims of rape and sex (non-rape) offences. This result contrasts with male victims, of whom 85.1% 
were victims of assault offences, and 3.2% were victims of rape and sex (non-rape) offences. 

Of all victims of crime against the person, 7,904 (19.1%) were juvenile (under 18 years of age). This was 
an increase of 7.7% on the number of juvenile victims in 2009/2010. However, the age group of victims 
that increased the most was adults aged over 60 years. This age group increased by 20.2% between 
2010/2011.

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4.3 Homicide 1 



There were 152 homicide offences recorded in 2010/2011, a decrease of 26.2% on the 206 offences 
recorded in 2009/2010. 

Of the 152 homicide offences recorded during 2010/2011, 133 (87.5%) were cleared within the financial 
year. An additional 12 homicide offences from previous years were also cleared. Offences recorded 
during 2010/201 1 were cleared by the processing of offenders in 129 instances. 
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The main offence within homicide was murder, which decreased 34.1% to 81 in 2010/2011 from the 123 
recorded murders in 2009/2010. After murder, culpable driving and related offences was the next largest 
contributor to homicide offences. There were 58 culpable driving and related offences recorded in 
201 0/201 1 ; a decrease of 1 0.8% on the 65 offences recorded in 2009/201 0.

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4.4 Rape 



There were 1,826 rape offences recorded in 2010/2011, which was an increase of 9.3% on the 1,670 
offences recorded in 2009/2010. Of the 1,826 rape offences recorded in 2010/2011, 73.9% (1,349) were 
cleared during the same period, which was 4.4 percentage points lower than the clearance rate the 
previous financial year. An additional 216 offences were cleared that had been reported in previous 
years.

Offences recorded during 2010/2011 were cleared by the processing of offenders in 949 offences, and 
132 offences resulted in no offence being detected. The complaint was withdrawn in 258 offences and 
1 1 were cleared by other means. 

Victoria Police recorded 1,473 rape victims 2 during 2010/2011, an increase of 16.4% on the 1,266 
recorded in 2009/201 0. There were 1 ,351 female victims (up 1 9.9% since 2009/1 0) and 1 1 8 male victims 
(down by 13.2%). All victim age groups increased between 2009/2010 and 2010/2011. 

The increase in rape offences is related to a rise in family violence-related offences. Between 2009/2010 
and 2010/2011, the number of family incidents reports submitted by police rose 14.6%, from 35,690 to 
40,892 (see pages 27-28). This increase in reporting may have increased the reporting of offences such 
as rape and assault, which often involve family violence. 

In 2010/2011, the victim and offender(s) were related, living together, or in a relationship in 660 (36.1%) 
rape offences. This had increased from 528 (31.6%) in the previous financial year. In contrast, rape 
offences where the offender was known to the victim but did not fall into these categories decreased by 
4.6%, to 754.

Of the 5,735 sex (non-rape) offences recorded in 2010/2011, 4,441 (77.4%) were cleared during the 
same period. An additional 698 offences were cleared that had been reported in previous years. 

Sex (non-rape) offences at residential locations account for 3,139 (54.7%) of all sex (non-rape) offences 
in 2010/2011. This was very similar to the number of sex (non-rape) offences that occurred at these 
locations in 2009/10 (3,148 offences). After residential locations, the most common type of location 
where sex (non-rape) offences occurred was a street/lane/footpath (9.6%). 

The number of victims 4 of sex (non-rape) offences recorded during 2010/201 1 was 3,442, an increase of 
8.8% from the 3,163 victims recorded in 2009/2010. 

Female victims increased by 11.7%, from 2,557 female victims in 2009/2010 to 2,857 in 2010/2011. In 
contrast, male victims decreased by 6.4%, from 591 in 2009/2010 to 553 in 2010/2011.

4.6 Robbery 5 

Robbery offences recorded in 2010/2011 increased by 8.0% from 3,100 to 3,347. The rate per 100,000 
population has increased by 6.3% since 2009/2010. 

Of all the robbery offences recorded in 2010/2011, 1,636 (48.9%) were cleared during the same period. 
An additional 221 offences were cleared that had been reported in previous years. Robbery offences 
recorded during 2010/2011 were cleared by the processing of offenders in 1,437 offences, 67 offences 
resulted in no offence being detected, the complaint was withdrawn in 131 offences, and 3 were cleared 
by other means.

4.7 Assault 6 

The number of recorded assaults in 2010/2011 (36,962) was 5.3% higher than the number recorded in 
2009/2010 (35,100). 

Of the assault offences recorded during 2010/2011, 29,867 (80.8%) were cleared during the same 
period. An additional 1 ,965 offences were cleared which were recorded in previous years. Offences 
recorded during 2010/2011 were cleared by the processing of offenders in 25,575 offences. 525 
offences resulted in no offence being detected, the complaint was withdrawn in 3,673 offences and 261 
were cleared by other means.

Assault includes indictable and summary assault offences such as intentionally/recklessly cause injury, make threats to kill, 
reckless conduct endangering life/serious injury, unlawful assault, assault police (serious and summary) assault with 
weapon/instrument, and discharge missile/stone to injure/danger. 
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For all assaults during 2010/2011, there was a 2.5% increase in juvenile offenders, and a 1.5% increase 
in adult offenders. 



Juvenile victims increased by 9.8% since 2009/2010, while adult victims aged between 18 and 59 
increased by 5.0%. There was also a 17.9% increase in victims who are aged over 60. Female victims 
increased by 1 1 .0%, while male victims increased by 2.1%. 

Assaults at residential locations account for 43.8% of all assaults in 2010/2011. Assaults at these 
locations have increased by 12.8% since 2009/2010. After residential locations, the most common 
location type where assaults occurred was a street/lane/footpath (26.9%). Assaults at these locations 
have decreased by 2.0% since 2009/2010. During 2010/2011 there were 1,484 assaults occurring at 
licensed premises, 10.2% lower than the previous period. 

Assaults at public transport locations accounted for 3.5% (1,284) of all assaults in 2010/2011, and 
overall have decreased by 0.3%. Within this location type, assaults at train stations have increased by 
3.7%, assaults at railway car parks have increased by 92.3% and assaults on trams or tram stops have 
increased by 2.2%. Assaults at other public transport locations have decreased since 2009/2010.

During 2010/2011, there were 40,892 incidents where police submitted family incident reports. This was 
14.6% higher than the 35,690 reports submitted in 2009/2010. 

Family violence safety notices (FVSNs) were introduced on 8 December 2008 under the Family Violence 
Protection Act 2008. According to Section 31 of the Act, an FVSN is considered to be an application for a 
family violence intervention order (IVO). Victoria Police keeps separate statistics on IVOs and FVSNs so 
that no double counting occurs; however, for an accurate picture of IVOs in an area, the two figures have 
been combined. 



Of all family incidents attended, police sought an IVO or issued an FVSN in 10,351 instances, which was 
an increase of 12.2% from the previous financial year. 

In 201 0/201 1 , there were 1 1 ,71 7 family incidents attended by police which resulted in charges being laid 
against one or more parties involved. This was a 25.1% increase from the previous year.

6.1 Overall 



The number of drug offences recorded by Victoria Police during 2010/2011 was 14,789, an increase of 
0.9% from the previous year. This offence group had a clearance rate of 98.3%, which was 0.5 
percentage points lower than the rate from 2009/2010. 21

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6.2 Drug (cultivate/manufacture/traffick) 22 

There were 4,153 offences of Drug (cultivate/manufacture/traffick) recorded in 2010/2011, a decrease of 
7.1% from the number of offences recorded in 2009/2010. The clearance rate in 2010/2011 for drug 
(cultivate, manufacture, traffick) offences was 97.7%, 1 .0 percentage points lower than in 2009/2010.

There were 10,636 offences of drug possession and use in 2010/2011, an increase of 4.4% from 
2009/2010. The clearance rate in 2010/201 1 for drug (possess/use) offences was 98.6%, 0.3 percentage 
points lower than 2009/2010.

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Justice Procedure Offences 

In 2010/2011, there were 19,763 Justice Procedure offences, an increase of 1.0% compared with 
2009/2010. Justice Procedure offences account for 45.6% of all offences recorded in the Other Crime 
category, and were the only type of offence in the Other Crime category to increase between 2009/2010 
and 201 0/2011. 

The single year clearance rate for Justice Procedures in 2010/2011 was 92.6% (down 1.5 percentage 
points from the clearance rate recorded in 2009/2010). 

In 2010/2011, Justice Procedure offences arising from family incidents increased by 33.7% to 6,427, 
while offences not arising from family incidents decreased by 9.7%.

In 2010/2011 there were 6,850 behaviour in public offences, a decrease of 17.5% compared with 
2009/2010.

Penalty Infringement Notices for offences "Behaves in a riotous indecent offensive or insulting manner" 
and "Uses profane indecent or obscene language or insulting words" were introduced on 1 July 2008. 
Since then, Behaviour in Public offences have been higher in the last three financial years than in years 
prior to this change. The 4,397 Penalty Notices issued for these two offences make up 64.2% of all 
behaviour in public offences in 2010/2011. This was a decrease of 21.2% from the previous financial 
year. In 2010/11, most alleged offenders processed for these two offences were males aged 18-59 
(86.9%). Note that the number of Penalty Notices issued may be slightly different than the number of 
offenders processed, due to offences with multiple offenders, or offenders being issued multiple Notices.

Behaviour in public offences that occurred at street/lane/footpath locations accounted for 61.3% of all 
behaviour in public offences. Offences at these locations decreased by 24.1% since 2009/2010. 

As a measure of public order - in particular public drunkenness - the below graph shows the number of 
persons taken into custody for reason being "drunk" (source: Victoria Police Attendance Register). In 
2010/2011 there were 15,768 attendances where custody reason was Arrest-drunk, a decrease of 
23.2% compared with 2009/2010.

Amendments to the Summary Offences Act 1966 came into effect on 16 th December 2009 and 
introduced new move on powers and the expansion of the use of infringement notices for offences 
relating to public drunkenness and anti-social behaviour. These changes are part of an initiative by 
Government to give police greater powers to combat violence and antisocial behaviour. The figure below 
shows that 23,503 infringement notices issued since their introduction on 16 December 2009. Note that 
these are not offences and are not included in total crime figures.

A clearance 
can either mean that at least one alleged offender has been processed, 
no offence has been detected, the complaint has been withdrawn, or the 
offender is known but for legal reasons cannot be charged.

Comparison with ABS data: Figures published by the Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) in the 

Recorded Crime Australia (No. 4510.0) publication, differ to those 
published by the Victoria Police for a number of reasons including: 

i. ABS national crime statistics are compiled on a calendar year 
basis whereas Victoria Police crime statistics are based on a 
financial year; 

ii. ABS crime definitions differ from those used by Victoria Police 
and do not contain all offences included in police statistics. 
ABS national crime statistics include approximately 70% of all 
crime recorded by Victoria Police; and 

iii. ABS national crime statistics are based on the number of 
victims (vehicles in the case of motor vehicle theft), while police 
statistics are based on the number of offences committed 
against a victim (eg. a person raped on three occasions over a 
week - ABS count one offence of rape, Victoria Police count 
three). 



Therefore, users should exercise caution in making comparisons 
between ABS and Victoria Police statistics.
